The  P^ogional  Fiscal 
Division  i/ill  th^i^n  determine  whether  the  offered  price  is  in 
excess  of  the  ceiling  price  and.  will  sus-Qond  i^.ny  such  excess. 

3.  ouch  lots  of  shell  eggs  which,  upon  examination  of  the  grading 
certificate,  do  not  meet  yjr e=icribvjd  standards  for  cas^s  and  pick- 
ing miteri.-.ls  will  be  suspended..     One  extra  copy  of  the  suspension 
notice  will  bo  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Chief,   Dairy  and 
Poultry  iirc-.nch,  Washington,  D.   C.     The  Branch  will  then  make  an 
adjninistrativo  det erminc.otion  as  to  the  .amount  that  should  be  sus- 
pendei  from  a  re-^claim  voucher  when  it  is  submitted  and  will 
advise  the  Regional  Fiscal  .Division  of  this  administrative 
determinsotion, 

4»    The  price  to  be  paid  for  any  grade  of  eggs  will  be  determined  in 
accordance  with  Paragra.ph  3  of  the  announcement*     x'he  quality 
will -i^.  d-Q^^iiuixied  fr-om  tha  inspection  fjertificata.
